"The situation is pathetic in some of

works are banned in the Soviet Union, 
said he and his family have received 
warnings and "if I am declared killed or 
suddenly mysteriously dead," the world 
could conclude that "I have been killed 
with the approval of the KGB or by it." 


The KGB is the Soviet security police 


organization. 


Solzhenitsyn, 54, is the author of such 


-lamed novels as "The First Circle " 
••'Cancer Ward" and "August 1914 " He 
-won the 1970 Nobel Prize for literature 
,i>ut authorities prevented him from 
•receiving it in his homeland. 
, The author was interviewed by The 
•Associated Press and Le Monde of Paris 
He accepted written questions and wrote 
-out answers to those he chose to respond

books stream out all over Russia?" 


He declined to discuss in detail the 


unpublished "main part" of his works 
especially in an apartment he believed 
was bugged. He turned instead to plans 
for publishing the remainder of the 
series that began with "August 1914." 


He said that probably "I won't let out 


'October 1916' before the third volume 
'March 1917,' is ready." The two are too 
closely knit and only together could 
explain his view of the course of events 
the writer said. 


"August 1914" related in fictional 


form the catastrophic defeat of the 
Russians by the Germans in the early 
days of World War I. The other two books 
are planned to carry the narrative 
through the Bolshevik revolution.

understand what he is trying to tell you 
This is particularly difficult with a 
young child who has not learned to talk. 
You have to communicate with him by 
smiles, nods and other motions. Some- 
times this can lead to confusion, such as 
when the baby shakes his head "no" 
when he really means "yes. 


For some undiscovered reason babies 


find it easier to shake their heads from 
side to side than to nod up and down. 
That's probably why they get such a 
bang out of saying "no" to everything at 
about the age of 1 or 1 1/2. Some parents 
are frustrated by their babies' constant 
"no's." Don't fret. Your baby is not 
ornery, contrary, bad. or negative. He 
gets great pleasure from his ability to 
respond in a way that you can recognize. 
It's one of this first successful attempts 
at speech and learning to assert himself 
Allow him to say "no" and show him 
that you are willing to go along with his 
preferences now and then. Most of the 
time he doesn't really mean it. 


Ask your baby whether he wants his 


bottle or a favorite toy, whether he 
wants to go out with you, play, or do any 
of the things he really enjoys. With a 
grin on his face, or in all seriousness, he 
may shake his head vigorously from 
side to side, saying "no" in an unmis- 
takable way. Two seconds later he is 
likely to cry, reach for, or demand what 
he just rejected. He will be satisfied 


that he has asserted himselt ana 
managed to let you know. But now the 
game is over and he wants what he 
wants. He's learning to say "yes." 


You can help him overcome the "no" 


habit by saying "yes" to him as often as 
you say "no." 
Babies get into 


everything once they start to crawl 
climb, and walk. Whereas before, you 
smiled at him and told him how cute he 
was, all of a sudden you frown most of 
the time and say "No, don't." Your 
restraint and disapproval are unavoida- 
ble for your baby's protection. But you

Size walls 
before you 
paint them? 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q: We have just had one of those shells 


erected as a start on our second home 
and I plan to finish off the interior as 
time and funds permit. I am going to 
have painted dry wail. My question is 
this: Will it be necessary to size these 
walls before I paint them? — Ports- 
mouth. 


A: All depends on what type paint you 


use. If it is one of the oil-base variety, 
yes. you should definitely 9i?p th» W3"<; 
first to avoid the possible blotchy ap- 
pearance. If the paint is the latex type, 
sizing is not necessary. 


Q: I suspect da .ipness from the crawl 


space ui-der the cottage floor has caused 
the kitchen linoleum to come loose in 
two places. Now there are two bumps 
where the linoleum has raised up. Is 
there any way to flatten these? —Bal- 
timore. 


A: Do it this way. With a sharp 


linoleum knife (best of all) or a utility 
knife, slice straight across each bump. 
Through the slit, introduce more 
linoleum adhesive, using a long, thin 
blade like a spatula, so you can but- 
ter the underside of the linoleum and the 
floor as well. Weight down heavily, and 
instantly wipe up any cement which 
may ooze up through the slit. If you 
don't correct the damp conditions in the 
crawl space, you'll get more linoleum 
bumps. 


Q: On the summer rental we pay, the 


owners of this house have gone to 
Europe. But there are several nests of 
stinging yellow jacket wasps in the 
ground. We discovered them the hard 
way. Is there any easy way to get rid of 
them? —Buffalo. 


A: Quite a few years back, when my 


elder son was still crawling, the same 
problem came up. I finally found the 
small burrow. I went down to see the 
town druggist, both for a salve for stings 
and advice. He sold me a good soother 
for us, and a small tin of Cyanogas, a 
deadly powder to put down the wasps' 
burrow after dark. Come nightfall, I 
ladled a couple of spoonsful of this stuff 
into the burrow, then jammed a rock 
tightly down on the opening. Next 
morning there was a pile of thoroughly 
dead yellow jackets on the ground out- 
side the hole. That stuff really worked. I 
believe this is now on the forbidden list, 
along with other things like DDT. But I 
imagine one of those woodchuck "gas 
bombs" you can get at farm-supply 
stores will be pretty effective. Worth a 
try, anyway. Or call in a good pest 
control officer. 


Q: Apparently there is such a high 


proportion of clay in the ground around 
our development house (under the thin- 
nest skin of topsoil you- ever saw) that 
roof water just stays on the surface until 
it sinks slowly into the ground next to 
the foundation. I am sure this is why our 
basement walls get quite damp after 
prolonged rainy spells. Is there any way 
to keep this water farther away from the 
house? —Baltimore. 


A: It sounds as though your downs- 


pout just splashes water down onto the 
ground by the house. Simplest correc- 
tion, and most inexpensive, is a length of 
roll-up plastic hose which fits over the 
end of the dpwnspout. The weight of 
water draining down makes it unroll to 
its 15-foot length and discharge the 
water away from the house. Garden 
centers, hardware stores usually stock 
these. Even better is an underground 
drain to a dry well or the municipal 
storm sewer. 


Q: We have lived in this ranch house 


for 12 years. During that time, we have 
noticed, more and more, that moss 
forms on the north side of the roof. Why 
is this? What will remove it more easily 
than a broom? —Cleveland. 


A: The north side is where the sun hits 


last. So dampness lingers for long 
stretches. If trees have gradually grown 
up nearby and are adding their shade, 
this compounds the difficulty. Any good 
weed killer will kill the moss. Don't let it 
drip down on flower beds and nice 
shrubbery. 


Q: Last winter I installed some beams 


of fake wood in our cathedral ceiling. 
They are plastic foam, hollow in the 
center. Beams meeting the outside walls 
began to leak, leaving large, brownish 
stains. What can I do to hide these 
stains? I have already tried painting, 
but that didn't help, since the stain bled 
through the paint? — Peoria. 


A: Sand off any gloss. Then put on a 


coat of aluminum paint. This is an 
excellent shield against such stains 
bleeding through paint-even with 
mahogany stain, which is notorious in 
this regard. Then go ahead with your 
painting. Pure, fresh, white shellac is 
excellent at this job.

Cooling breezes from the southwest

Street burned at about 10:30 p.m., 
Feb. 21. An insurance company 
marked down the probable cause as 
faulty wiring, although the wiring 
was inspected only three months 
before.

The Smits farm is in the Town of 


Oneida. which does not have a town 
fire chief. No fire reports could be 
located for the four Town of Oneida 
fires.

Gas stations hint 
of weekend closing

A major shutdown of gasoline service 


stations over the Labor Day weekend was 
hinted at Monday, if an injunction 
against implementation of a portion 
of President Nixon's Phase 4 economic 
plan is overturned this week. 


The shutdown prospect was announced 


at a meeting of the Wisconsin Retail 
Gasoline Dealers Association, called to 
discuss the economic effects of Phase 4 
on the service station business. 


Daryl Dahnke, Eau Claire, association 


vice president and delegate to the Na- 
tional Congress of Petroleum Retailers, 
said the Chicago Retail Dealers Associa- 
tion had announced plans to shut down 
over Labor Day, but withdrew those 
plans when the court injunction was is- 
sued. However, a final ruling on that in- 
j unction is expected Thursday or Friday. 


"If Phase 4 goes through, I feel our 


association will back Chicago, and Labor 
Day weekend is the time to watch," 
Dahnke said. 


The Wisconsin association reportedly 


has about 1,000 members out of about 
10,000 service stations in the state. 


Under the Phase 4 guidelines, retail 


gasoline would be frozen at a level 
guaranteeing stations a 7-cent per gallon 
profit. The retail price would be based on 
average wholesale prices of Aug. 1 and 
retail prices of Jan. 10. If the Jan. 10 
retail price does not provide a 7-cent 
profit, the station could raise its price to 
that level. 


The wholesale price in August was 30.9 


cents for regular grades of gasoline and 
34.9 for premium grades. This would 
give a retail price ceiling of 37.9 and 41.9, 
respectively. 


However, Art Johnson, Muskego, as- 


sociation executive vice president, noted 
that the ceiling requirements do not ap- 
ply to service stations owned and operat- 
ed by the oil companies themselves, nor 
does it apply to the wholesale price of 
gasoline. 


"I foresee the oil companies con- 


trolling all of the stations if we don't get 
involved," Johnson said. 


Dahnke noted that the policy would 


permit company-operated stations to 
pass on wholesale price increases to the 
public, while the privately owned sta- 
tions could not. 


"It appears the plan is for the oil com- 


panies to control the total price and 
squeeze us out," one operator said. 
"That appears to be the plan," Dahnke 
agreed. 


Robert Malchow, Appleton, associa- 


tion treasurer, went a step further. "It 
appears the oil companies have bought 
out the Cost of Living Council," he said. 


Association members claimed they 


cannot stay in business at a 7-cent per 
gallon profit margin and still serve the 
public. And, if the wholesale price goes 
up they say they cannot stay in business 
atall. 


Jack Zentner, Oshkosh, association 


gasoline the oil companies have not 
slowed down the building of company- 
operated stations.

Special program funds may be scarce 


The Appleton public school district 


may find itself short on federal Title 1 
aid for special programs this year and 
possibly without any Title 1 funds next 
year, the board of education was 
warned Monday night. 


James 
Westphal, 
director 
of 


academic affairs, said the theory of the 
Title 1 aids was always that it was only 
an instigator and that eventually the 
local district and local funds would have 
to pick up the programs' costs. 


He said that may be coming to pass 


soon. On his prediction of no money 
next year, he said, "that's a possibility, 
not a probability." The hint of a drying 
up of the funds came this year when the 
guidelines for applying were changed 


this summer, leaving Appleton and 
other school districts scrambling to 
revise their program outlines to meet 
the new requirements. 


The Title 1 funds, provided under the 


federal Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act, represent the biggest 
chunk of federal aid the school district 
receives each year. However, federal 
aid represents only a small percentage 
of total annual operating budget expen- 
ditures. 


Westphal said the district is seeking 


$104,000 in Title 1 funds this year for its 
programs, but may receive only $89,000. 
He said the district had $24,000 left from 
the past school year to add to that if the 
total $104,000 was granted. 


He said a key change in the federal 


requirement was the shift back to $2,000 
annual income as the cutoff maximum 
for being identified as economically 
deprived. The funding is partially based 
on this economic factor. 


Westphal said the delays this fall has 


caused the schools not to hire a special 
reading teacher and some aides at 
Foster Elementary School; not hire a 
special reading consultant who would 
work with teachers and pupils, and not 
provide transportation and inservice, 
and partial time of certain persons for 
the Title 1 program. 


The reduced aid is the result of a 


lower number of children fitting into 
the guidelines that determines the level 


of funding for the school district. 


Westphal said even if the funding is 


cut off, the district should remember it 
received $500,000 to $750,000 since it 
joined the program in 1966-67. 


One advantage of local funding of the 


programs is that they can be shifted to 
help all 
youngsters, 
including in- 


termediates, and not be as limited as 
the federal programs were. He said 
staff members could be adjusted to 
meet such changes, and he urged the 
board to consider local funding if and 
when the need arose. 


In other business, the board approved

Steiger made the comments following 


a talk to the Neenah-Menasha Chamber 
of Commerce legislative affairs com- 
mittee at the Black Angus here Monday. 


Steiger said he felt Nixon did a "good 


job" when he met the press to answer 
questions on Watergate last week, but 
he was "surprised that he didn't do it 
sooner." 


Of the more than one dozen questions 


asked Monday, none concerned Water- 
gate. 


"I wouldn't stop the committee hear- 


ings," Steiger 
told 
a reporter, 


disagreeing with those who want an 
immediate halt to the Special Senate 
Watergate committee probe into the 
affair. In his press conference last 
week, Nixon said the matter shojld be 
left to the courts, and the country 
should get back to "the business of the 
people." 


Steiger, who has continued to main- 


tain his belief that Nixon is free of any 
guilt in the Watergate affair or coverup, 
said Monday that the Senate committee 
hearings should not continue much 
longer, however. 


In the speech 
and question-and- 


answer session that followed, Steiger 
said: 


—The massive American sale of 


wheat to Russia was a "good thing" 
because it eliminated this country's 
need to store excess grains and thereby 
freed the market, and it helped the U.S. 
trade balance. 


"The mistake was not having done it 


on a better basis," said the Sixth Dis- 
trict lawmaker, noting that the sudden- 


ness of the sale led to a disruption of rail 
transport and more. 


—Interest rates on loans will stay "at 


a relatively high level" into next year. 


Steiger welcomed the lifting of the 


price-wage freeze policy of the Nixon 
administration in favor of monetary and 
fiscal policy attempts to bring a halt to 
inflation, despite the high interest 
rates. 


"I'd rather try that than wage-price 


controls," he told the audience of 
businessmen and retailers Monday, ad- 
ding that price freezes only "make 
people Teel better," don't get to the root 
causes of the problem and are followed 
by sudden price increases —that further 
attract the wrath of consumers —when 
lifted. 


—The volunteer army is "still very 


much alive and still very much 


working," despite reports that enlist- 
ment quotas are not being met and the 
quality of enlistees is dropping. 


Steiger, a long-time proponent of a 


volunteer army, said the quality of the 
armed forces is actually going up. 


He said he feared for the success of 


the volunteer army concept, however, if 
Congress does not pass a special pay act 
and other legislation designed to make 
the armed forces more attractive to 
potential enlistees. If Congress "treats 
the armed services fairly and allows it 
to work, it will work," he said. 


He said eliminating the enlistment 


requirement for a high school diploma 
will not mean a lowering of the quality 
of the armed forces, because enlistees 
that do not perform can still be let go 
before serving long enough to qualify 
for post-service benefits.

his staff. 


"Crime is on the increase in this 


county,"

NEW YpRK (AP) -This is rerun year 


for Alistair Cooke, and it's a good deal 
for us in two respects. 


Respect one is that his award-winning 


"America" television series will 
be repeated, starting^next month. 


Respect two is a^Columbia Records 


album called "An Evening with Alistair 
Cooke at the Piano," in which the Brit- 
ishborn journalist, commentator and 
critic fearlessly sings, whistles and 
plays piano. 


He recorded it about 20 years ago. 


Columbia recently reissued it, and you 
should dash down to your record dealer 
right now and get it. Threaten to play 
trombone at him if he won't come 
across. 


It is a truly different kind r,t album 


The selections range from "Drink to Me 
Only with Thine Eyes" to "T-Bone 
Blues." Each rendition is preceded by 
informed, interesting musings about 
music and musicians. 


Cooke, a serious student of jazz, 


describes his piano style this way: 
"Let's say it's, ah, a starry-eyed amat- 
eur's attempt to imitate Fatha Hines." 


He even sings one of his own com- 


positions on the album. It's a melody he 
wrote duringhis younger days and at- 
tached to a lyric that begins: "Cupid, 
ease a lovesick maid, send thy quiver to 
her aid."

Now, 
regarding his "America" 


series: The Xerox Corp., which is 


sponsoring it again this year, says it'll be 
repeated on at least 110 television stat- 
ions on Saturdays or Sundays. 


Most of the stations will begin it on 


Sept. 15 or 16 and show it at 7 p.m. local 
time to give younger viewers a chance to 
see it. Many kids missed it the first time 
because NBC ran it at 10 p.m. 


Xerox also says the 13-part series will 


appear on a weekly basis, in contrast to 
its twice-amonth appearance-when it 
wasn't preempted-on the NBC 
Television network. 


Cooke, whose series won four Emmy 


awards, says he's glad the show will 
appear on a weekly basis, as it did when 
first run by the British Broadcasting 
Corp. He wishes NBC had done it that 
way.

things every two weeks or four weeks if 
there's a basketball game isn't what 
we'd call programming," he said. "But 
I think NBC was a little scared of it." 


In October, Cooke's tour of America is 


coming out in book form both here and 
in England.

passing a segment of the worm via the 
rectum. (The rest of the tapeworm 
keeps on growing.)

Worm infestation also can cause a mild 
anemia and a rise in a special white 
blood cell called the eosinophil.

Few, if any, have worn it with 
greater distinction. 


Three times chosen all-pro while 


helping the Packers win titles in '61, 
'62, '65, '66 and '67, Nitschke in 1970 
was accorded the ultimate honor 
when he was named as middle 
linebacker on the National Football 
League's all-50 Year Team. 


The former University of Illinois 


fullback, whose Packer career 
began when he was selected in the 
third round of the 1958 draft, also was 
voted the Most Valuable Player in 
the 1962 NFL championship game at 
New York's Yankee Stadium, a 16-7 
Packer victory. 


A starter from 1960 until he gave 


way to Jim Carter in 1971, he had 
been a devastating contributor to the 
NFL's No. 1 defense of the '60s, a unit 
which held the opposition to an 
average of 15.4 points per game over 
the decade.

The team broke 
six batting marks in the three games, 
downing Bitburg, Germany, A.F.B. 12-0 
and Tampa, Fla. 27-0. 


Earlier in the month, HuaHsing, 


Taiwan, won the Little League's senior 
division championship, for 13-to-15- 
year-olds, in Gary, Ind. 


Volunteer Little League officials from 


many parts of the United States as- 
sembled in Williamsport for the regular 
series and were bitter over the 
Taiwanese performance. 


Many accused the team of violating 


rules on eligibility, district size and 
practice time. 


The Little League's 13-member board 


of trustees authorized a study of the 
Taiwanese program at a meeting before 
the championship game, McGovern 
said. 


Officials have no evidence indicating 


the Taiwan team did not obey the 10- 
to-12-year-old age bracket, he said. 


He told a reporter last week that dis- 


tricts on the island are "substantially 
larger" than those in North America, 
which are usually limited to a general 
population of 15,500.

The bill packs two wallops. First it 


proposes to eliminate the criminal sta- 
tutes relating to public drunkenness. 
»»G«r, a person may be arrested for 
being intoxicated in public but this bill 


- would protect him. 
,. 
Secondly, the bill proposes to set up a 


comprehensive treatment program so 


_ that the alcoholic is neither ignored nor 
.. persecuted. The program includes 


L various forms of treatment but tries to 
. clarify the procedure by which an al- 
„ cohohc may be committed. 


The bill, introduced by Rep. Dennis 


. Conta, D-Milwaukee, who is an influen- 


tial legislator and co-chairman of the 


, Joint Finance Committee, whistled 


through the Assembly with only 12 dis- 
senting votes. The Senate put it into 
committee and there it rests, waiting 
for an October date on the Senate floor. 


The measure would be considered 


somewhat monumental as far as its 
provisions for keeping the alcoholic 
out of jail alone. The Department of 
Health and Social Services estimates 


. t h a t 15,000 arrests of intoxicated per- 
"sons are made a year that never reach 


the courts. The cost of this excess use of 
police is $1,125,000. 


In addition to that, 10,000 cases even- 


tually do reach the courts and incur 
additional costs of $1,500,000. The 
department estimates that passage of 


; the new bill would leave about 1,000 


cases for the courts (another criminal 
action such as theft, etc.) and will cost 
only about $500,000" 


Those 15,000 cases which kept the 


police busy but never got any place will 
not disappear. Rather than have the 


- drinker escorted to the drunk tank, he 


will be taken home, to a treatment 
center or to a hospital. This all will cost 
about $750,000, the department says, 
meaning that the counties will save 
about $1,375,000 in court costs under the 
new program. 


Before county clerks begin to scurry 


for the property tax roll, there are other 
figures to take into account. For 
example, the alcoholics taken to the 


hospitals will have to be detoxificated, 
at an average cost of $50 per day. The 
number of hospitalizations is assumed 
to be 9,000 and health insurance policies 
will pay roughly half of that. The 
department estimates that the total cost 
to counties will be $180,000 for the bien- 
nium since state aids will pay a portion 
also. 


A part of the bill is the establishment 


of emergency treatment centers in 
many communities. It is assumed that 
there will be 9,000 of these referrals in 
the biennium, at $15 per day, adding the 
cost of $405.000 to the 
counties. 


However, the state will pick up ?2^ rwt 
of that. 


The cost of inspecting these facilities 


to see if they are adequate will create an 
additional cost of $87,800 for the bien- 
nium. There would be a citizens ad- 
visory council, but the cost of that is 
offset by the elimination of the present 
Alcoholism Advisory Council. 


In all, the Department of Health and 


Social Services estimates that counties 
would save just under a million dollars 
a year through reduced demands on 
police, jails and courts. 


The department is quick to point out, • 


however, that the county budget will not 
see all this savings since the police, 
jails and courts must still be used. 


The governing 
powers 
of this 


program will belong to the Department 
of Health and Social Services" It would 
fit in very conviently with Gov. Patrick 
J. Lucey's plan to have the state take 
over the county's welfare responsibili- 
ties. 


But, .as far as the alcoholic is con- 


cerned, the first parts of this bill are the 
most important. It goes to great lengths 
to defend the alcoholic from an unfair 
arrest or commitment, not to mention 
get him on the right path toward 
correction. 


Under the present procedure, a drunk 


may be arrested if he is just drunk and 
then committed if three reputable adult 
residents sign a petition and get 
approval from the court. A 1972 federal 
court decision in Milwaukee raised the 
question of constitutionality in this 
regard and efforts were made to give 
the alcoholic due process. 


This measure does not affect volun- 


tary treatment, aside from encouraging 
it. But for those drinkers who have 
threatened, attempted or inflicted 
physical harm or are incapacitated by 
ahcohol may be committed by a 
physician or relative.

sembled from about 30 ranger stations 
throughout the state said the group spent 
most its time waiting at a staging area 
near Boise, Idaho.

"What will be the first sign that the 


boom is over? Where will that effect 
first be seen? I'd rather not wait until 
unemployment is up to report that 
something has gone awry. I'd prefer to 
say, 'Watch out —it's coming.' So, any 
helpful hints?" 


Thus wrote David Elliott, managing 


editor of the Morning Herald, Hagers- 
town, Md.. a few days ago-throwing 
down a challenge to me which I eagerly 
accept below. 


There are 12 "leading indicators" 


which will telegraph in advance the 
next slowdown (or the next actual 
recession). The 12 signals were iden- 
tifiCu bj the world-famous. National 
Bureau of Economic Research in New 
York after many years of pioneering 
research into the business cycle. (The 
current chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, Dr. Arthur F. Burns, 
was for years closely associated with 
the NBER and is an acknowledged 
authority in this field.) 


No signs of a recession 


As of this final week in August 1973, 


five of the 12 leading indicators are still 
pointing up, four are level and three are 
pointing down. 


That's an inconclusive pattern by any 


yardstick. The leading indicators are 
indeed signaling that the economy is 
slowing. 
But 
they 
are 
not 
now 


telegraphing that a recession is on the 
way. 


As Dr. Leonard H. Lempert, director 


of Statistical Indicator Associates, puts 
it in his weekly privately circulated 
report devoted to the NBER indicators, 
"signs of an end" to the upturn "are 
less evident than in mid-1969," right 
before the 1969-70 recession. 


Or as Burns himself testified before, 


Congress earlier this month, there are 
"some convincing signs that economic 
expansion is slowing to a more sus- 
tainable pace," but the fear of an im- 
minent recession is "entirely prema- 
ture." 


Basic forces in the economy now sug- 


gest caution, and they do have the po- 
tential power to turn a desirable slow- 
down into something worse For in- 
stance, the Federal Reserve's excrucia- 
tingly tight-money policy is sending 
interest rates to historic peaks which 
boggle the mind, and these rates must 
eliminate many borrowers. This sort of 
policy is very risky, but the Central 
Bank feels it has no acceptable alterna- 


tive except to squeeze harder and 
harder in order to try to curb the 
demands for goc 'o and services which 
are fueling today's virulent inflation. 
Burns no longer cares to be known as a 
"good guy." Rather, he wants the world 
to recognize that the Fed is fighting 
aggressively and courageously to con- 
trol inflation and to stabilize the 
economy behind the U.S. dollar. 


Housing, car sales decline" 


Housing is in a decline. Auto sales are 


heading down. In a wide ranging inter- 
view last week, Richard Everett, vice 
president of the Chase Manhattan Bank, 
predicted new auto sales would be at an 
annuai rate of 11 million units in the 
first quarter of 1974, down a hefty 1.5 
million units from the first-quarter 
pace of 1973.

and

Everett 


concludes. He expects the slowdown 
which has just started to continue 
through the first quarter of 1974, and he 
anticipates that the rates of real growth 
will slip to 2.5 per cent in the fourth 
quarter and to slightly under 2 per cent 
in 1974's first three months. (Everett 
has adjusted the rates of real growth for 
the first two quarters of '73 to 6 1/2 per 
cent and 4 1/4 per cent-so this is a 
continuing and deepening slowdown in 
growth.)

Police, who believe the bombs are the 


work of the Irish Republican Army 
which is fighting to drive Britain from 
Northern Ireland, warned more bombs 
were expected. 


First reports of the Parliament find 


indicated the suspected cigarette pack 


bomb was spotted by a bomb-detecting 
device in a lobby near the chamber. But 
some experts believed tin foil lining in 
the pack could have activated the det- 
ector,

Some of the bombs planted in London 


have been hidden in cigarette packs. 
These were incendiary devices and few 
ignited. 


Police took no chances and halted all 


tours of the building. Parliament is 
currently in recess, and no legislators 
were believed to be in the Commons, the 
lower house of the British Parliament. 


No general alert or evacuation was 


ordered for the centuries-old building, 
long considered a prime target for 
terrorist bombers. 


The rash of bombs in Britain spread to 


the British Embassy in Paris today after 


hitting the Washington embassy Mon- 
day. 


The Foreign Office said a bomb had 


been delivered to a member of the Brit- 
ish Embassy staff in the French capital. 
In Paris the embassy said the device was 
a letter bomb mailed in Britain and had 
been turned over to French police. It was 
intercepted before it could explode and 
no damage was caused. 


As bomb reports continued to 


increase, British Prime Minister Ed- 
wartf Heath flew to Northern Ireland for 
talks with political and community 
leaders.

WINDSOR, Ont. (AP) -The lady of

that blanketed part of Windsor, Ont., 
and several suburbs of neighboring Det- 
roit Sunday night and returned again 
Monday evening.

Windsor police said the soot's return 


was "terrible-just awful" and spread 
over the city's west side, closest to Det- 
roit. 


Police said the fallout was not as heavy 


as Sunday's but seemed worse because 
of temperatures in the 90s and high 
humidity. A police spokesman said the 
fallout was gritty and many persons 
found it difficult to breathe. 
Two Windsor constables complained 


of nausea and breathing problems and 
were treated and released from a hos- 
pital. Residents with respiratory 
diseases were urged to stay indoors as 
much as possible. 


Environmental officials have not yet 


pinpointed the source of the oily grime. 
But Edmund Moranty, enforcement 
supervisor for the Wayne County 
Department of Health's air pollution 
control division, said the soot was from 
oil-fired equipment. Two power plants in 
the area use oil-fired equipment. 


"The situation is pathetic in some of 


these homes," said David Edwards 
engineer for the air management branch 
of Windsor's Department of the En- 
vironment. "They woke up and their 
skin was black, their clothes were black, 


their drapes, their furniture." 


Mrs. Claus' troubles were typical of 


those whose homes, cars, boats and 
swimming pools were drenched with 
soot. 


"I've been cleaning ever since I got up 


this morning," Mrs. Claus said Monday 
as she slumped into a chair. 


"I've been here two years, and this is 


the first time something like this has 
ever happened. Before, you could just 
wipe it off. This stuff just makes an oily 
smear.

The original 
petition was started by parents who had 
been sending their children to St. John 
parish schools in Little Chute. They 
'.vcre among the strongest supporters 01 
keeping St. John High School open, 
partially because they wished their 
children to attend school in Little Chute, 
rather than Kaukauna. 


With the closing of the parochial high 


school this spring, the detachment pe- 
tition was organized. One of the major 
concerns of people on both sides of the 
question is busing. Supporters of de- 
tachment argued that it is inconvenient 
for students to be bused past the door of 
Little Chute High School on their way to 
Kaukauna. 


Parents who had been sending their 


children to Kaukauna, on the other 
hand, said they would rather have them 
bused than walking to Little Chute 
schools on hazardous highways. 


In a special meeting the week of Aug. 


12, the Little Chute board of education 
decided that money would be in the 
1974-75 budget to provide busing for all 
children who can't reach schools walk 
to school on sidewalks.

WAUPACA -The public hearing on 


the Waupaca Unified School District 
budget proposed for 1973-74 will be held 
at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday in the new high 
school commons. 


The budget which calls for spending 


$2,177,160 is 14 per cent higher than 
1972-73 but calls for a $1.03 per $1,000 
reduced tax rate. The proposed tax rate, 
if approved, will be $15.25 per $1,000 
valuation, compared with the $16.28 per 
$1,000 rate assessed in 1972-73. 


Immediate approval of the budget by 


the board of education is not possible, 
since an appeal is being made to the 
state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion to increase the $55 student limit 
proposed on a statewide basis. 


If the local district increased its bud- 


get for next year on this basis it would 
permit $110,000 for 2,000 pupils. In view 
of changes in the educational program 
and opening the new high school, the 
budget has been set at $84,000 over this 
amount. 


As the budget now stands, there is no 
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president, said that a 1-cent or a 1 1/2- 
cent per gallon increase in the wholesale 
price of gasoline would put many sta- 
tions out of business. 


"Gasoline used to be one of our most 


profitable items," he said. "Now it's our 
loss leader."

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Rural area 'petrified;' fires only coincidence?

SEYMOUR - Since last August, 


four barns and a trailer house have 
burned on Pearl Street alone, and 
three other barns within a two-mile 
radius of the city have also been des- 
troyed. 


Some farmers, especially those 


who live east of the city, think it's 
more than a coincidence. 


"We figure somebody burned it," 


Mrs. Harold Sobiek said about the 
latest fire, which destroyed the 
Sobiek's new metal barn at the 
corner of Smith Road and Pearl 
Street. 


The barn was reduced to rubble in 


a fire which started about 11:30 p.m., 
Aug. 18. It would have replaced the

30, 1972. "The two fires were so 


identical," Mrs. Sobiek said, "it 
would make your hair stand on end."

There was an electrical storm the 
night of Aug. 18, but it did not begin 
until after the fire. 


The second barn was still un- 


finished; some plywood walls, and 
the wiring and water pipes needed to 
go in. The cattle, which were leased 
out to other farmers, were supposed 
to be back at the farm at the begin- 
ning of last week. 


Mrs. Sobiek remembers hearing a 


car engine start and then stop after 
she turned off the house lights and 
walked upstairs.

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Congress nof entirely at fault 


Part of President Nixon's struggle back from Watergate 


nas been his appeal to the nation to get on to more important 
things. Specifically he has singled out Congress as remiss. 


"Legislation vital to our health and well-being sits unat- 


tended on the congressional calendar," the President said in 
his televised address to the nation on Aug. 15. 


It all depends upon which legislation the president means 
Before adjournment, Congress passed 10 of the 13 


appropriation bills, a massive farm bill with some 
interesting new provisions, a Social Security increase 
authority for the Alaska pipeline, the highway act with some 
mass transit help, services for older citizens, the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Act. In addition, one or the other 
House of Congress has approved a variety of other bills from 
ipreign aid authorization to defense procurement to alloca- 
tion of fuels. 


Congress did not pass some Nixon favorites on "special 


revenue sharing" although it incorporated some parts in 
another bill. It didn't pass his trade bill or his national 
health proposal. 


But five bills it passed, including some that affected 


health such as rehabilitation of the handicapped rural 
water and sewage grants and emergency medical provisions 
were vetoed by the President. It has not been so much that 
Congress has been twiddling its thumbs while Watergate 
rages as that there is disagreement between the President 
and Congress over legislation. 


It may be that Watergate has weakened the President's 


influence with Congress -indeed it is difficult to see how it 
could not. The cut-off of bombing in Indochina in spite of 
White House pleas was pretty good evidence of Congres- 
sional asserting of authority in war powers. 


But there is some reason to believe that Congressional 


independence was likely even if Watergate had never burst 
into the headlines and the President found himself on the 
moral defensive. -Last fall there was wide criticism of the 
lack of backing President Nixon gave to members of his 
party running for Congress. It was widely predicted that the 
executive department would find itself in trouble with few 
friends on Capitol Hill and the opposition party solidly in 
numerical control. The White House apparently believed the 
"mandate" given by the 51-state electoral vote was the clout 
it could use on Congress. But persuasion and compromise 
would be the most reasonable approach under the circum- 
stances. 


Melvin Laird was brought back into the executive 


department in great part because of his personal good 
relations with Congress. 


The President has chosen to assume the role of the 


betrayed innocent unable to do the job for which he was 
elected because of soreheads and petty people in Congress 
It's a stance that's unlikely to come off. 


Time running short for Allende 


The latest series of violent outbreaks in Chile seem to 


bring that festering situation no closer to a solution 


Ever since Marxist Salvador Allende took office there has 


been trouble. But it didn's start then. Nor is it due 
primarily to the Marxist ideas Allende favors or even his 
intention of turning Chile into a show socialist state 


The Cabinet is being shaken up once again, the 2l'st time 


in the three years of Allende's presidency. A national 
transportation strike has almost paralyzed the nation The 
army chief of staff has resigned from the Cabinet. Secon- 
dary school pupils are demonstrating against their extended 
vacation. There is a serious shortage of just about 
everything and the insidious inflation that stalks un- 
derdeveloped countries in particular is everywhere. 


Earlier this month Allende attempted to placate the 


increasingly belligerent military by placing members in the 
Cabinet. But now two have resigned. Some of the military in 
Chile, as in Peru, are leftist but they apparently see no 
solution m serving further with Allende. 


The question that must haunt every Chilean with reason 


and intelligence is what's the solution? There has been for 
too long too great a split between the rich and the poor in 
Chile as in every Latin nation for answers to be provided 
immediately. There is that revolution of rising expectations 
that hits most developing nations. There are the promises 
wmch must go unfulfilled, the pledges broken. 


Yet Peru does seem to oe making it, with 'land reform, 


some nationalization of industry, a military regime that is 
revolutionary in ideas. 


At this stage it seems doubtful that Allende can succeed 


not necessarily because all his ideas are wrong but because 
he cannot buy time. 


Emotionally disturbed children . 


The National Institute of Mental Health estimates that 


more than 10 per cent of the population in the United States 
under 25 require mental health services of some kind The 
U.S. Office of Education has found that only 156,000 children 
classified as emotionally disturbed are being served by 
public education. There's a big gap someplace. 


A year ago a federal judge in the District of Columbia 


found that emotionally disturbed children have a constitu- 
tional right to equal educational opportunities with their 
normal siblings. Lack of money in a school district is no 
excuse. "The available funds must be expended equitably " 
As the parents of emotionally disturbed youngsters have 
discovered, they had been often shunted aside, either as 
plain disciplinary problems or because they were too quiet 
for their lacks to be noticed. 


A major problem with the emotionally disturbed child is 


identification. Even experts disagree about degree in 
behavior problems. When a child needs help and when he is 
merely indulging in childish pranks or deviations from the 
regularly accepted norm is difficult to determine. Many 
parents and teachers are not qualified to judge The ob- 
streperous child is morelikely to be noticed 'than the 
withdrawn one but the latter may need help just as much 


Another major factor is that psychiatrists have deter- 


mined that a child's emotional problems may actually be 
that of his entire family. His parents and particularly his 
mother may be largely to blame and obviously if the factor 
that caused the disturbance continues there is little chance 
for cure. 


It was not until well into the Twentieth Century that real 


concern for the emotionally disturbed child developed 
Earlier, delinquency problems were considered "the 
irreversible results of heredity, degeneracy, masturbation 
overwork, religious preoccupation, intestinal parasites or 
sudden changes of temperature," according to Leo 
Kanners historical review of emotionally disturbed 
children. But evidence became clear that adult maladjust- 
ment often began in childhood. The science is a lone wav 
from being exact.

risen in price.

A sturdy paper-bound edition is available at 


$1 a copy, as a kind of desperate notice that the 
state wants to keep the price as low as possible. 


For those who want cloth-bound copies for 


permanent reference, as in libraries or for 
heavy duty as in newspaper offices, college 
classrooms, 
political headquarters (and, 


perhaps, below the bar in men's clubs for the 
resolution of arguments about elections, ages of 
politicians, contents of party platforms and 
a myriad of other facts and figures) H. Rupert 
Theobald, chief of the Reference Bureau, said 
with some apparent hesitation that the buyer 
must pay $2 to recover cost of producion. 


This reporter has never understood why this 


uniquely useful reference work has not been 


circulated more widely. Perhaps the answer 
lies in the fact that it has always been priced 
cheaply, and in fact, is distributed gratis in the 
thousands of copies. 


For more years than anyone can remember, 


members of the legislature have regarded a 
quota of Blue Books for their own distribution as 
a part of their patronage. Nobody has 
complained very seriously. No doubt it is as 
legitimate a perquisite of state lawmakers as 
the U.S. government seed samples that 
congressmen used to peddle with alacrity to 
anybody who requested them and probably 
continue to peddle, for all I know. 


Yet the practice may denigrate the vaiue and 


demand for this rich compilation of useful 
information about Wisconsin government in all 
its aspects and the political foundations upon 
which it rests. 


Are you curious about the educational attain- 


ment of your state senator? The Blue Book has 
it. Have you mislaid that copy of your party's 
state platform? The Blue Book has it. You want 
to write to the chairman of the Public Service 
Commission? The Blue Book provides his name 
It is a bible of Wisconsin public affairs. 


In my years as a state Capitol reporter, I have 


probably encountered, a hundred young men and 
women entering news reporting for the first 
time. In later years, reflecting the immense 
growth in the scope and powers of government 


at all levels, a capital news assignment is 
sometimes dismaying to the newcomer. When I 
am asked for counsel, my invariable advice is tc 
read the Blue Book from cover to cover, anc 
then read it again. 


A collection of editions Governing some 


decades and kept within arm's reach can save 
the reporter, the editor, the student, the 
teacher, the participating citizen, innumerable 
calls or trips to the library. Which brings up ar 
anecdote of personal experience. 


Several years ago the Madison assessor, 


having accepted my inventory report without 
question for a long time, telephoned to announce 
an inspection of the personal property inventory 
in my working quarters. 


Carefully he appraised the typewriters, copy 


paper stocks, files, desks etc. 
It seemed that everything was in order when 
the vigilant officer abruptly asked about a 
library. 


Yes, there is a library, I acknowledged, as I 


steered him to my prized collection of Blue 
Books stretching back over the decades. He was 
not impressed. Such books are available free, he 
observed. 


I didn't tell him that my own valuation of 


them exceeded the current and inflated prices 
of an equivalent number of contemporary best 
sellers.

intuition mark 
of sensitivity 


A lady in Delaware wants to know 


how I explain "woman's intuition." Is it 
just a myth, or do women really have it? 
And, if the latter, is there some basic 
difference between the way men's and 
women's minds operate? 


I think there is such a thing, but I 


don't believe it has anything to do with 
women as such. In my opinion, it is part 
of the mental apparatus of all minority 
groups everywhere at all times. 


Women, of course, are not a minority 


group numerically, but they are socially 
and psychologically, in that men run the 
institutions and make the rules. Thus, 
women have been discriminated against 
in nearly all societies. 


A minority group, in order to survive, 


is forced to make up in sensitivity what 
it lacks in strength. All the weaker 
creatures in nature have to employ 
cunning and intelligence to cope with 
their predators. And womankind is no 
different in this respect. 


Minority 
groups-starting 
with 


slaves-either perish or become cleverer 
in some ways than the group that 
dominates them. It is well known that 
slaves understand their masters far 
better than the masters understand 
their slaves. The master controls by 
force; he has no need of intelligence; 
the slave must survive by developing 
his wits. 


This development takes 
different 


forms, of course. The black man under 
Southern 
slavery 
lived 
by 


submission-but his submission entailed 
a shrewd understanding of the white 
man's emotional dynamics. The slave 
thus came to grasp human vanity, 
greed, pretense, and rationalization far 
better than his master. 


Religious minority groups, such as 


the Jews, developed different antennae 
over the centuries; they leared to cope 
commercially and intellectually, rather 


than psychologically. Both the so-called 
"intelligence" and "business sense" of 
the Jews are simply responses to their 
cultural and social situation. It is 
interesting that in Israel, where they 
are now "native" and dominant for the 
first time, these alleged "Jewish" traits 
are not conspicuously noticeable. 


So with woman; her famous "intui- 


tion" is a generic response to male 
chauvinism. Barred from abstract 
thinking, and from many forms of male 
activity, she also developed a "slave 
mentality" in that she quickly learned 
the weaknesses and tortuosities of the 
male personality. She could see more 
clearly into the man than he could see 
into her; just as black slaves were 
under far fewer illusions about their 
masters than their masters were about 
them. 


George Jean Nathan observed long 


ago that "women's intuition is merely 
man's obtuseness." Eventually, all 
mastery falls by its own obtuseness. 


Service centers spend 
millions on capital 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - "The service 


center industry will spend over $150 
million on capital equipment in 1973," R. 
G. Welch, president of the Steel Service 
Center Institute told the group's 64th 
annual meeting. 


"Between 1960 and 1970, service 


centers doubled in size in terms of ton- 
nage of material shipped," says Welch 
"and from 1970 through 1972, we have 
jumped another 50 per cent. This in- 
dicates a continuation of high growth 
through the balance of the decade The 
industry currently handles about one- 
quarter of the metals sold in the U S - 
about $9 billion worth."

After vou have 
for instance, received your fifth long 
call from a colleague (more explicitly, 
one each from five colleagues) discuss- 
ing some dreadful academic crisis - 
which in fact is a teapot tempest —you 
want to tear the phone from the wall. 


Shunned by family cats 


However, I have recently undergone 


an experience that leads me to sym- 
pathize deeply with those poor folks who 
were ostracized. Shamus and Mariah, 
our Himalayan cats, have been shun- 
ning me. And, so help me God, I am 
innocent of wrongdoing. I try to tell 
them it was^ll my father-in-law's fault, 
but they hold me totally responsible. 
They won't even share the blame: my 
wife and daughter remain in their good 
graces. 


Shamus and Mariah, for background, 


have let us live with them for some 
seven years now. They are not really 
demanding. They expect to be fed cer- 
tain brands of cat food, to be provided 
with comfortable quarters and a door- 
man to let them in and out, and oc- 
casionally -by their decision -laps to 
sit in. I have always subconsciously 
recognized that they were sovereign 
states, but never in my wildest dreams 
did I realize how far this could go. And 
to repeat, I am innocent! 


It all began when my in-laws dropped 


in for a brief visit. As I went out to help 
unload the'car, I realized immediately 
that something odd was happening.

They believe special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox seeks to in- 
dict the two even without testimony 
against them by deposed White House 
counsel John W. Dean III. Thus the 
trials of Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
would become a de facto trial of

M. Nixon-precisely what 


presidential advisers wanted to avoid. 


The Haldeman-Ehrlichman problem 


is submerged in the San Clemente 
euphoria generated by the press 
conference. Mr. Nixon handled his 
press inquisitors with hard authority 
and his aides now feel the worst is over. 
But they forget that the day Cox asks 
the grand jury for indictments lies 
ahead and that Mr. Nixon has now 
upped his own potential stake in those 
proceedings by tying himself so closely 
to his old aides.
